University College, Liverpool, at the 
recent annual meeting og the British 
Medical Association. A special sess- 
ion was held at which the treatment 
of crime and criminals was discussed. 

Perfect laws would show that we 
were Lo longer progressing, said Doc- 
tor Moore, Old crimes are disappear- 
ing and new crimes are arising, and I 
trus; new crimes will always rise. 

Yollowing Doctor Moov2'’s address, 
Doctor Passmorc, superintendent of 
the Croydon hospital for the insane, 
urged that when a man who commits 
a crime is apprehended, someone be 
appointed to examin» the prisoney to 
ascertain whether he is insane or 
criminal. After such an examination 
Doctor Passmore said, the proper 
treatment could be prescribed. 

The Rev. C, B. Simpsen, chaplain 
inspector of prisons, who had been in- 
vited to give his conclusion~ ag to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the present penal system, cspecially 
emphasizing his belief that impriscn- 
ment js an effective deterrent to 
crime. He maintained that the atti- 
tude of many who are sent to jail is 
that of once bitten, twice shy. 

Directly ccrtvary to conventional 
ideas of criminology were the theories 
of Captain St. John, the honorary sec- 
retary of tae Penal Reform League. 
A: the harm done to society by all the 
burglars and all the thieves is a mere 
bagatelle compared with tye harm 
done by the law courts of England, he 
declared, 

Everybody knows the law courts 
are making cr minals day by day, sald 
Captain St. John. We have to pro- 
tect ourselves wot only from criminals 
but also from people who deal with 
criminals. 

The experlence of a period of im- 
priscnment i.s « suffragette was given 
ir ‘Woman's Social ard Political Un- 
ion,’ Miss Allen said: 

I have asked suffragists in jail what 
is the one thing they most craved 
while in prison. Their reply was: Cof- 
fee, vinegar or alcohol. As for my- 
self, dusing the three wee.s I spent.in 
Holloway jail I used to lle awake be- 
tween 3 and 6 in the morning and say 
to myself that if I got out I would 
take green chartreuse, although I had 
never tiken any in my life before. But 
when I came out I refrained from do- 
ing so because I was afraid. There 
is not enough sunshine and fresh air 
is: prison, and long sentences undoubt- 
edly cause a weakening of the will. 

Pe ‘heps the most intercsting speak- 
er ut the neeting was Prince Peter 
Kroputkin, the famous Russian scien- 
tist and enemy of despot'sm, who 
since his *serpe from St. Peter an. 
St. Paul prison, has spent most of his 
time in En:;and. The prince {gs 71 
years old and has recently recovered 
from a severe illness. He was intro- 
duced to his audience as an old jail- 
bird who had spent two years in Rus- 
Sian jails and a further period in 
French prisons. The prince asserted 
that imprisonment is not ar effective 
force in deterring crime. 

Twenty-four hours r bread and wa- 
ter and a plank bed might be a de- 
terrent to people accustome to good 
food, he said, but it is no deterrent 
to those who sleep under bridges or ‘-y 
the shores of the Thames.

As there existed at the time of this 
aciion only a provisional government 
fm Mexico the government of Great 
Britain could naturally recognize no- 
thing but a provisional governmert, 
which it did in exa.tly the same man- 
mer and practically the same phrase- 


ology as all other European govern-' give passengers the best possible ac- 


ments. That Great Britain was moy- 
ed to recognition by its cesire to as- 
sist in the restoration of order is 
vet likely true, and I believe this 
factor waz the determining one with 
all governments which foilowed the 
example of Great Brit:.lIn though most 
of them recognized the Mexican pro- 
visional government at a much later 
date. 

The action of the government of 
Great Britain was not in the slightest 
egree affected by the so-called ‘Con- 
gratulatory speech,’ made by me on 
behaif of the diplomatic corps. This 
address was not drawn by me, but 
by the Spanish and British ministers 
st the request of the entire diplomat- 
fe corps. I purposely declined re- 
sponsibility for the wording, and in 
the form in which {t finally appeared 
ft was the expression of the views of 
the entire diplomatic corps represent- 
ing governments which had, none of 
them, at that time, recognizei the pro- 
visional government. For 110re than 
@ month after this reception the Brit- 
feh government maintained an atti- 
tude of hostility towards the govern- 
ment of Gencral Huerta, and when 
finally recognition was accoried, it 

me as the result of a complete re- 
ersai of policy. The governments of 
the other European powers recognized 
the Mexican provisional government 
some time after the recognition of 
Britain was given, after waiting vainly 
for the recognition of the government 
of the U.S. which they universally 
thought should be accorded. 

The truth of the st :ement I have 
made here {s on record in the depart- 
ment of state e. Washington, and 
doubtless also upon the record of 
every government accredited to Mex- 
feo at that time. 

Attitude Over Huerta Regime 

london.—The British government, 
Meitled by comments of American 
newspapers concerning Great Britain's 
recognitioi. of President Huerta, de 
elares that the comment {s based on 
a misconception of facts. It also re- 
pudiates the insinuation that the in- 
fluence of powerful financlal interests 
were used in bringing abou’ recogni- 
tion. In a statement issued recently 
the government says: 

The recognition of President Huerta 
was the recognition of a provisional 
president pending an election. It was 
done on the advice of the British min- 
ister of Mexico, as being Hkely to as- 
sist in the restoration of order—an 
{mportant consideration in view of the 
large British money involved. 

The French auG German govern- 
Mentt also recognized President Huer- 
t:. after a reception by him of the 
whole diplomatic party at which a 
congratulatory speech was made in 
thelr behalf by the American ambas- 
eador.

TOLD BOWSER TO KEEP MEDALS 


Indian Chiefs Gave Shock to British 
Columbia Attorney 

Vancouver.—Attorney General Hon. 
W. J. Bowser, who is acting Premier 
of British Columbia, met with an ad- 
venture which gave him a hard shock. 

Last winter the Government spent 
thirty thousand dollars in a fruitless 
endeavor to arrest Moses and Paul, 
two Indian outlaws who had killed 
Richard Kindness, a police officer. Pos- 
ses scoured the Indians all over the 
Cariboo country, but never caught 
up. 


Finally the police were withdrawn/4q 


and a council of Indian chiefs were 
called together. They were induced 
to surrender Moses ad Paul, who 
were promised a fair trial, fees for 
witnesses, lawyers, ete. 

The Indi.ns were tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged. In order 
to thank the Indians and express due 
appreciation of the surrender they 
engineered the Goverrment had hand- 
some gold medals prepared. Mr. Bow- 
ser journed 300 miles up country to 
personally thank the chiefs aad pin the 
meda!s on their brave breasts. The 
ce remony was proceeding as gay asa 
marriage bell, when up spoke one, 
Tyee Jimmy, chief of the Lillooets, to 
the effect that he wanted the prisoners 
given their Uberty and did not want 
any medal. 

Said Jimmy: If we take the medals 
other Indians will say that it is blocd 
money. You wear the medals, them 
o.her Injuns hang. 

This declaration had the same effect 
as yelling ‘Scah' among a gang of 
union workmen. The Indlans__ told 
Mr, Bowser that he could keep his 
medals; he brought them back to 
town.

CONDITIONS ARE IMPROVING AND 
OUTLOOK [8 '‘'OPEFUL 
Financial Authorities In Interviews, 

Exprees Bellef That Nothing Will 

Stop the True Development of the 

Canadian West—Bumper Crops will 

Help. 

Winnipeg.—I think the outlook fs de- 
oldedly hopeful and very satisfactory, 
said Jos. N. Aird, g.neral mancger of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, who 
1s visiting Winnipeg on his way to 
the coast. During the last month 
things have greatly improved and, 
with the general prosperity which 
seems to be coming elong and the 
bumper crop, we have every reason to 
expect will be Conese; safely, I see 
nothing on the horizon of an adverse 
nature. 

As you are aware, said Mr. Aird, 
the European eituation has greatly 
improved, and, the pe.ce treaty just 
concluded by the Balkan States 
should have the effect of transferring 
many millions to commercial enter- 
prises. 

The worst is past in the financial 
stringency, and we are on the eve of 
better times, said F. J. Heffelfinger, of 
Minneapolis, president of the British- 
American Elevator company. 

Referring to conditions in the States 
he said that the wheat crop was prob- 
ably the largest in its history and the 
Government report had underestimat- 
ed the spring wieat yields. He un- 
derstood that the crop in the Canad- 
jan West was quite up to the avcrage 
and, with good harvest weather, it 
would exceed in value that of last 
year, in which bad weather was re 
sponsible for great losses. 

We must not look for expansion this 
year, but I am confident that the 
banks are now in a Position to take 
care of any legitimate needs, and I ex- 
pect next year everything will be 
back to normal conditions. 

Robert Stewart, of Chicago, director 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
Canadian Elevator Company, and of 
Quaker Oats Company have an exten- 
sive plant. Speaking of the financial 
situation, Mr. Stewart is of the opin- 
fon that there will be no lack ‘of 
money for all legitimate commercial 
enterprises, but that there is nothing 
for speculation in wild cat real estate 
extremes but he does not consider 
that there ie anything to regret under 
that head. 

Nothing will stop the true develop- 
ment of the Canadian West. It is 
now getting a splendid class of set- 
tlers that will make things hum in 
the next decade. 

As far as I can gather there will be 
splendid c:>ps this year and, when 
it 1s safely harvested and returns from 
{t find their way into the ordinary 
channels of trade, there will not be 
much talk of lack of money in the 
Canadian West at any rate. 

Magistrate Lectures Suffragettes 

London.—Seventeen militant suffra- 
gettes were brought up in the police 
court recently and sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment ranging from a week 
to two months, as a ‘sequel to an at- 
tempt to storm Premier Asquith’s offi- 
cial residence in Down street. 

You women are overstepping the or- 
dinary bounds of lawlessness—you are 
becoming anarchists, said the migis- 
trate in Bow street police court in 
sentencing the militant suffragettes 
who took part in the street fighting 
when Sylvia Pankhurst led a mob of 
10,000 women in an attempted assault 
upon the residence of Premier As- 
uith. 

Edith Billings was sentenced to pay 
a fine of $10, or spend one month in 
jail, and Kathleen Jarvis was sen- 
tenced to two months at hard labor. 

Verity Oates and Gwendoline Cook 
were discharged on their promise not 
to take part in any of the Sunday riots 
of women in the future. 

Four other suffragettes were bound 
over in the sum of $40 to keep the 
péace. A laborer who had taken part 
{n the rioting, was sentenced to two 
months. He announced that he 
would go on a hunger strike.

Distinguished Visitors 
Interviewed at Vancouver 

Vancouver, B.C.—Dr. J. Soyeda, a 
distinguished Japanese 
and 8. Hamlya, chief secretary of the 
Tokio board of trade, who have been 
investigating the Japanese situation 
in California, reached here recently 
and will sail for home on the Empress 
of Russia. In an interview he said: 
We are going home carrying the sin- 
cere impression that the American 
people generally and the government 
authorities still entértain fair senti- 
ments towards Japan.

On Friday 
the United States Government crop 
report for August was issued. It gives 
preliminary estimate of yield of United 
States winter wheat, and the condition 
of the U.S. spring wheat crop at Aug. 
1st., with estimate of probable yield 
at harvest. ‘Winter wheat is put at 
16.56 per acre giving a total of 611,- 
000,000 bushels compared with the 
final report of 399,919,999 bushels last 
year, and the quality is 93.7 against 
90.7 last year. Condition of spring 
wheat is reported at 74.1 compared 
with 90.4 last August, which indicates 
a yleld of about 233,000,000 bushels. 
The total wheat crop is estimated at 
744,000,000 bushels compared with 
730,000,000 bushels, the final estimate 
last year. A mistake was meade in 
our last week's letter in stating that 
the previous record wheat crop in the 
U.S. was in 1909, at 737,000,000 bus.

U.S. CITIZENS IN MEX:CO ARE 
WARNED TO LEAVE 


President Wilson’s Message Ending 
Negotiations with Huerta Adminis- 
tration, Predicts Downfali of Present 
Provisional Government, and Event- 
ual Reform. 


Washington.—President Wilson went 
to Congress and revealed how the 
Huerta provisional Governient in 
Mexico ad rejected the friendship of 
the U.S. in its effort to aid in the 
establ.shing of peace and a govern- 
ment which could be considered by 
this nation, and which coul¢ be obey- 
on and respected by Mexico’s own peo- 
ple. 

After picturing the hopelessness for 
Mexicc if she maintainca her present 
position, isolated and without friends 
who can effectually aid her, the Pre- 
sident announced the nccessity of a 
7.m ‘‘eutral stand by the U.S. Govern- 
ment, a pciicy of ‘Hands Cff!’ to await 
the time of Mexico’s awakening. He 
also voiced an urgent appeal for all 
Americans to leave Mexico, and for the 
U.S. to aid them in every possiLle way 
but in emphatic language serve notice 
upon those who assume authority in 
the revolution torn country that they 
would be held to a definite reckoning 
for losses and suffering of American 
eltizens. 

The message of the President was 
received ‘with encouraging applause 
by members of the House and Senate 
gathered in the joint session chamber, 
and now ths machinery of the Govern- 
ment is in mction for making effective 
the peace of neutrality and ‘Hands off’ 
while the warring factions continue 
their struggle. To prevent the ship- 
ment of arms or munitions of war in- 
to any part of Mexico or to avy faction, 
the U.S. troops on the border had been 
warned to watch for consignments. 
Whether moze troops will be sent to 
the border is a question to be deter- 
mined within the next few days. 

Foreign powers, it is understood 
have to place an embargo on the ship- 
ment of munitions of war or arms to 
Mexico, bu. the President in a message 
added that this Government had been 
given the generous moral support 
foreign nation; in the proposal to the 
Huerta Government. It became 
known that the administration has 
under serious consideration the order- 
ing of severa’ thousand more troops 
to the Mexican border line. 

The President's urgent request to 
Americans in Mexico to leave the coun- 
try emphasized to Congress the necess- 
ity for action upon th. recent request 
of Secretary Bryan for an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 with which to aid citi- 
zens of the U.S. in their exodus from 
the scene of the conflict. Such an 
eppropriation is included is a defic- 
fency Bill now in the hands of the 
House Appropriations Committee, and 
it is expected will be hastened. The 
State Department estimates that there 
are now in Mexico not 1 ore than 
15,000 Americans, whereas there were 
69,000 several y@ars ago. In Mexico 
city it is esti*aated there are less 
than 2,000 Americans today. 

The diplomatig® relations between 
the two countries, it {s understood, 


will remain as they are at present, 
each country retaining an embassy 
without official recognition, presided 


over by a Charge d’Affaires. 

Though the President made it plain 
{In his message that negotiations have 
come to naught, and the message c? 
Foreign Minister Gamboa, rejecting 
for the Huerts. Government the Amer- 
{can proposals, left no roon. for doubt 
as to the situation. The --ay is open 
for future negotiations either at the 
{Initiative of Mexico or the U.S. Mean- 
while Nelson O'Shaughnessy }.-obably 
will remain in Mexico in charge of the 
American Embassy. John Lind, the 
President's personal representative, fs 
still in Vera Cruz, and probably will 
remain ticze as long as there is any 
possible chance for a renewal of ne- 
gotiations. 

In his message which was in the 
aature of an appeal to the moral forces 
of this and foreign nations, th Presi- 
dent maie it clear that he based high 
hope upon the effect the announce- 
ment of this Government's policy will 
have upon, not only the people of this 
country and other nations, but upon 
the people of Mexico themselves, 

Now that the U.S. has exhansted 
the effort to bring about peace and 
a staple Mexican Government, the 
President believes that this Govern- 
ment’s example to the world will avail 
great good in the end.

COMMISSION WILL

The Government Has Appointed a 
Commission Clothed With Authority 
to Investigate the Whole Field of 
Prison Administration In the Domin- 
lon. 


Ottawa.—The first step in the direct- 
fon of prison reform by the federal au- 
thority aas been taken by the govern- 
ment in the appointment of a peniten- 
tiarles’ commission, clothed with au- 
thority to investigate the whole fleld 
of prison administration. 

The commission, the appointment 
of which was promised by the minister 
of justice, Hon. GC. J. Dcherty, last ses- 
sion, consists of George M. “MacDon- 
nell, K.C., of Kingston; Dr. Frederick 
Etherington, of Kingston; and J. P. 


Down2y, of Orillia, superintendent «! 
the Orillia asylum and former member 
of South Wellington in the Ontario 
legislature. It is also expected that 
the commission will begi: its investi- 
gation at once. 

While primarily the penitentiaries’ 
commission is required to look into 
the administrafion of the Kingston 
penitentiary, the efficiency of the pent- 
tentiary staff, etc., the order-in-council 
establishing the commission gives it 
the wider authority to investigate the 
peniteniiary system generally, with 
a view to the discovery of such meth- 
ods of reform as may be susceptible 
of practical application in Canada. 

It is probable that the commission- 
ers will ‘evote themselves to the 
question of finding some system where- 
by the reform of the convict may be 
effected, while, at the same time, mit- 
igating the suffering of those who are 
dependent apon him. 

The first phase of this problem, that 
of reforming the prisoner, may involv> 
a very radical departure from the 
present system, under which there is 
a penitentiary for each province con- 
fined ini. Those who have given the 
subject some attention are of the 
opinion that there should be a system 
of classification by penitentiaries. This 
would mean that the hardened crimin- 
als and the first offenders would not 
be confined together in the game pris- 
on, and would not, in all probability, 
be treated with the same measure of 
severity. The commission will look 
into this p-oposal. The possibility of 
lessening the hardships of the inno- 
cent dependents upon those confined 
i: the penitentiaries of the country 
will be another branch of the investli- 
gation. 

Those concerned with the adminis- 
tration of justice here have had their 
attention drawn to many cases in 
which extreme privation har been 
caused to the innocent by the neces- 
sary confinement of offenders. The 
suggestion is made that if some means 
were devicted whereby, without injus- 
tice to labor, the prisoners could be 
employec in some way which would 
justify the government in turning over 
to their dependents money earned by 
them, a long step would be taken to- 
ward the solution of what has long 
yeee a difficult and perplexing ques- 
tion.

THE MARKET REPORT 


Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons & Co., Grain Mer 
chants» Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, August 26.—At the begin- 
ning of the week under review the 
weather over North Dakota and west- 
ern Canada had been broken by heavy 
rain showers which caused delay in 
ripening the grain and hindered the 
progress of cutting grain where it was 
ready. Ater one or two favorable days 
rain showers were again common in 
many western districts on Wednesday 
and Thursday, but since then, a per- 
iod now of five days, fine harvest wea- 
ther has béen general. The tempera- 
ture during the week has been season- 
ably high, running between 70 and 80 
degrees during day time and betwecn 
40 and GO degrees lowest recorded 
over night according to diffzrent dis- 
tricts. On Thursday night there was 
some fear of frost, as the forecast on 
Thursday said the tem erature would 
probably go dangorously near the frost 
line that night. However, on Friday 
morning there were no reports of frost 
and the official minimum temperature 
records did not show more than three 
or four places out of about «. hundred, 
reporting minimum temperatures un- 
der 40 degrees. Harvesting is now 
general everywhere and the more 
backward and later fields az» ripening 
fast. With the passing of this last 
week, it is felt that a critical time has 
jbeen safely tided over, although there 
is no guarantee that we won't yet have 
unfavorable weather that could do 
some damage to quality before all is 
safely gathered in. In the meantime 
the full crop is practically made, and 
every fine day as it passes sees some 
further percentage of the later crops 
matured, Wit’. steady dry weather 
the whole of the wheat crop will Le 
cut by the end of the first week in 
September, except any unusually late 
fields. And with dry weather thrash- 
ing will in a few days assume large 
proportions and a free movement of 
new wheat begin. At the present time

feeling is not very weak anJ it would 
take very little to cause a moderate 
temporary upward turn. In New 
York September wheat shows an ad- 
vance of 1%c. on the week, and Chi- 
cago also shows 4c. to 14¢c. advance.

Winnipeg is “ec. lower on future de- 
liveries, but %4c. to 44¢, higher on 
cash wheat of all grades. The inter- 
national market has ulso been streng- 
thened by reported decrease in the 
estimutes of yield of the Russian crip. 
The quantities to be shipped from 
Russia in the next four or five weeks 
will influence the markets, for if large 
they will forecast large shipments for 
the season, and if small it will be 
taken to mean that the crop is not so 
large as has been previously reported.

The world's 
visible supply according to Brad- 
streets incre:sed last week 2,321,000 
bus. compared With an increase of 2,- 
124,000 bus. last year and the total 
is now 125,179,000 bus. against 98,846,- 
000 bus. a year ago. ‘The figures of 
visible supplies and movement do not 
support the expectation of udvance in 
prices, but prices of wheat at present 
are moderate everywhere and they 
could easily be kept up if the market- 
ing of the new crops could be spread 
over instead of flooding the market 
with them, The latest reports about 
the Argentine and Australian crops 
are to the effect that ihey are making 
seasonable progress,

Text of the Lesson, Ex. xx, 1-11, Mem- 
ory verses, 1-11—Golden Text, Luke 
x, 27—Commentsry Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


“And God spake all these words.” 
Sometimes when those wkom we call 
heathen hear of the true God who 
made heaven and earth, and that He 
is’ a God of Love and sent His sen 
{o die for sinners, and that ‘here ?s a 
Look which tells what He sata and 
did, they spare neither time nor won- 
ey that they may possess such a hook. 
In contrast to this, how little do many 
in so called Christian lands appreciate 
the word of God or give any heed to 
such words as these: The mighty 
God, even the Lord hath spoken. Hear, 
O heavens, and give ear, O ear h, for 
the Lord hath spoken. Give ear, O 
ye heavens, and I will speak, and hear, 
O earth, the words of my mouth. God, 
Who at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by His Son 
(Ps. 1, 1; Isa. i, 2, D2 xxxil, 1; 
Heb. 1, 1). 

Repeating these words of the Ten 
Commandments in Deut. v, Moses said 
concerning them: These words the 
Lord spake unto al! your assembly im 
the mount out of the midst of the fire, 
of the cloud and of the thick darkness 
with a great voice, and He added no 
more. And He wrote them in two 
tables of stone and delivere¢ them un- 
to me (Deut. v, 22). The tadles were 
written on both their sides and the ta- 
bles vere the wor of God, and the 
writing was the writing of God, grav- 
en upon the tables. Tables of stone 
written vith the finger of God (Ex. 
xxxil, 15, 16; xxxi, 18). See also 
Deut, ix, 10; x. 4. There never were 
tables like these nor writing like this, 
and as He spoke to and wrote for He- 
brew people it must have been in 
the Hebrew language, the only lang- 
uage of which we have any record as 
being spoken from heaven to man 
(Acts xxvi, 14). He gave as a reason 
for the ten words who He is and what 
He had done. Iam the Lor®. y God, 
which hath brought thee out of .the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage. 

Note two of the many - epet'tions of 
this great saying and His great long- 
ing that they would give heed to Him 
that He might do all that was in His 
heart for them (Deut. v, 6, 29; Ps. 
Ixxxi, 10-16). Note in the ten words 
the fourfol: repetition of th» Lord thy 
God (verses 5, 7, 10, 12). They sug- 
fest at least this—Jehova . thy Re- 
deerer, who ‘gs also thy Creator. We 
have for our :*editation in this lesson 
the irst four of ‘he ten words or com- 
mandments, and they are summarized 
by our Lord in these woids in His 
reply to the lawyer: Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind (Matt. xxii, 37). 

We all need to confess.-O Lord our 
God, other lords beside Thee have hav’ 
dominion over us (Isa. xxvi, 13). Th. 
rich young ruler who thought that he 
had kept all the commandments froin 
his youth up was proved guilty ol 
breaking the first one when he pre- 
ferred his great possessions to etern- 
al life (Matt. xix, 21, 22). It is not 
necessary to bow down to the work of 
men’s hands to br. ak the first of the 
c-'.mandments, for if anything, how- 
ever lawful it may be, occupies our 
hearts more than our Creator Redeem- 
er We are guilty, and breaking ive 
breaks all, according to Jas. il, 10. 
The worship of sun, moon or ¢iars or 
the likeness of anything in %eaven or 
earth is forbicden by the second com- 
See the matter wiore ful- 
ly stated !n Deut. iv, 15-19. 

This command, like the others, may 
be broken by our thoughts, for God 
sees the pictures we hang up and bow 
down to in the cham)ys of our im- 
agery (Mzex. ‘iil, 12), ind He desires
